ment was made last night that An¬ 
drew Carnegie would add five millions 
to the fund of the Cgnuvic Founda¬ 
tion, or whatever sum might be ne¬ 
cessary to secure pension benefits for 
professors of state universities. No 
provision was made for this class or 
educators in the original gift, for the 
reason stated by Mr. Carnegie at the 
time, that tho donor thought It possible 
that such Institutions might -prefer 
that their relations should continue 
exclusively with the state from which 
their chief support was derived. 

This view was not taken by the Na¬ 
tional Association of State universities, 
which. In the year following the estab¬ 
lishment of tne foundation, applied to 
the trusters for admittance to the ben¬ 
efits of^ the retiring allowance system. 
It was* then found that the earnings 
of the original fund of 110.000.000 Were 
exhausted through the outlets already 
planned^ and that If the faculties of all 
slate universities were to be benefited 
an additional five millions would !>«• re¬ 
quired. 

The situation was presented formal¬ 
ly before Mr. Carnegie, and he replied 
that the money would be forthcoming 
for any state institution whose appli¬ 
cation received tho approval of the 
loglsluturc and governor of its state. 

The additional donation will be In 5 
t»ei rent, bonds, so providing an annual

Can It be seriously asserted that a 
minister shaft be held morally respon- 
Kible for the details of every minor ex¬ 
penditure in’hi.**'department?

There is one feature of the report 
of the Civil Service Commission which 
seems to haVe escaped the notice of 
the opposition press in its anxiety to 
make capital against the government. 
The primary object of the commission 
was to investigate the condition of the 
civil ^ervlce In respeot of the conten¬ 
tion that it Is under paid. In th« 
course <>f its inquiry the commission 
discovered that some of the minor -of¬ 
ficials In the departments were un¬ 
worthy of the confidence reposed in 
-t h e m: by their su p e r iors. One way or 
Improving the service was by attend¬ 
ing t©^ the cases of the persons whose' 
acts had proved them unworthy. But’ 
the commissioners also found that the 
service In general was under paid, and 
It made certain recommendations for 
Its relief. One of the reasons for th* 
inadequacy of the remuneration In 
general was found to be the Increased 1 
cost of living In Canada. The commis¬ 
sion undertook to explain why living 
had Increased in cost. It reported: 
"The Increased cost of living is the 
logical result of the wasting. Impov¬ 
erishing and demoralizing system of 
protection." If moderate ^ protection 
increases the cost of products neces¬ 
sary to the comfort of the public, it 
logically follows that increased protec¬ 
tion for infant Industries would still 
further acoentuate the evil thus de¬ 
plored. The Conservative party has 
been very guarded in Its statements 
respecting the fundamental principles 
of Its old-time policy.

Safeguard to Shipping, 

The AH ftn line will this season have 
eight steamships equipped with receiv¬ 
ing apparatus, by which communica¬ 
tion during fogs will be maintained 
with "submarine dory bells." which are 
now attached to several of the light¬ 
ships In the Gulf of St. Lawrence. The 
apparatus Is placed nt the bottom of 
tho ship. Water is a sound conductor, 
and when In a fog the uuhmarine bell 
rings the officers on the ship are made 
eware ten miles away Just at what 
point the boat is located. This sub¬ 
marine bell is a comparatively recent 
device, but It has pro%ged to be one of 
the greatest service. . In a dense fog 
the ship was heretofore helpless, but 
with the receiving apparatus and the 
sounding of a bell danger is reduced to 
a minimum.

Grafting problem. 


Grafting is one cf the means to mul¬ 
tiply plants quicker than Is possible In 
th© ordinary way. 

As a rule this method is only applied 
in the case of tries and shrubs, but It 
can be done Just ns easily with herbs.

Tea Is popularly supposed to be a 
tonic for the hair and a good shampoo 
haa its basis In tea. It is made of two 
ounces of alcohol, and the same quan¬ 
tity each of green tea and dried sage. 
When strained, keep-corked to prevent 
evaporation. 

All of the washings given require a 
rinsing In water, and, as a natural re¬ 


sult. a tiresome time while the head is 
being dried and brushed, so for the 
woman In a hurry who Hhs no time to 
sit for an hour while her tresses are 
drying, a dry shampoo is recommended. 
This Is simply done by rubbing orris 
root in powder form well Into the scalp 
for blonde hair, but for dark hair a spe¬ 
cial cleansing powder Is sold. 

The secret of cleansing the hair after 
the application of the powder la in the 
hard, fast brushing after the first rub¬ 
bing. Ttie powder should be put on and 
brushed out until hair and scalp are 
clean. ~ • 


When gasoline is used nothing further 
is necessary, for the cleansing fluid re¬ 
moves all dirt and oil and dries almost 
Immediately. For this reason and be¬ 
cause a cold la not likely to result, even 
if the patient goes out at once into the 
air, the gasoline la very popular with 
some women. 

As a general rule, it is only necessary 
to wash the hair once every three weeks 
or once every month, but there are some 
Isolated cases where the hair should 
be cleansed oftener. In any ease, a 
month la ample time to allow between 
washings.

The prime distinction between an of- 
ganic disease, say tuberculosis, and a 
functional nervous disorder, is that 
while the former Is primarily physical 
in character, the latter Is primarily 
moral and psychical. Now, moral and 
physical disorders require moral and 
psysical remedies. In many, perhaps 
In the majority of cases, the real root 
of the mischief lies in the moral region. 
Perhaps It is a bad habit, an unworthy 
fear, u loss of faith in God or In man 
or in both. In such instances the aim 
Is to bring peace to the conscience, to 
kindle hope, to create faith, and to dla- 
pel all that Is evil. Injurious, and In¬ 
harmonious in the patlsnt’s life And 
mind. For example, modern psychology 
has thrown a new light on the nature 
of habit. Wr now know why so much 
evangelistic effort fails of its purpose: 
if Is spent for the most,part outside the ! 
region where habit has the. seat of . its 
strength. It Is only when, so to say. 

pierce benefitli and enter the region 
of the subconscious that we can grap¬ 
ple with the demons that possess the j 
soul snd cast them out.

The Duff 
Development Company owns a con¬ 
cession of some 2,500 square miles of 
the country, obtained from the Rajah 
of Kelantan. supported by the British 
Government and ratified In 1902 by the 
Siamese government. In which - year 
the Raja h of Kelantan acknowledged 
Siamese’susefaintyV Subsequent to this, 
however, differences arose between tha 
Government and the company regard¬ 
ing the exerclae by tbe latter of legis¬ 
lative and administrative power I 
through the British Foreign^ Office until 
quite recently. 

The country itself ia little known, but 
Is believed to be as well endowed by 
nature aa the prosperous Malay Feder¬ 
ated States. It Is believed to be rich In 
gold and tin. and rubber growing has 
met wl(h sucess, The Rajah of Kelan¬ 
tan, It Is stated.
